Letter Was Written by 
Morey While He Was in 
Hiding in a Hole Near the 
Scene of the Battle. 


BELIEVED TO BE DEAD, 
MOREY MAKES HIS WAY 
’ TO THE AMERICAN LINES 


Then He Sends a Wireless 
to Wife From “Somewhere 
in Mexico” Telling Her He 
Is Safe— Morey Had to 
Cross a Desert Without 
Food or Water, and Must 
Have Suffered Intensely. 


Field Headquarters, Mexico, June 26. 
Thirty-eight stragglers from the Car- 
rigal engagement had reached camp 
here tonight and the number of miss- 
ing was estimated officially at fifteen. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 25.—Captain 
Léewis Sydney Morey, commander of K 
troop of the Tenth cavairy, who, it was 
believed, died of loss of blood. and 
thirst in a desert two miles from the 
scene of the encounter between Ameri- 
can and Mexican troops at Carrizal, 
has made his way back safe to the 
American lines, according to a wireless 


-message received by his wife tonight 


and transmitted to General Funston. 
Mrs. Morey, who now is at Austin, 


Texas, repeated the message to Gen-: 


eral Funston over the telephone. It 


read: 
“Somewhere in Mexico; am back on 


the line with two men; safe.” 
The message was signed “Sydney.” 
That, according to Mrs. Morey, was 
the manner in which Captain Morey 
signed all communications to her. 


LETTER WRITTEN 
WHILE HIDING. 


A letter from Captain Morey, writ- 
ten while hiding in a hole near the 
scene of the fight at Carrizal after 
his forces had been broken and scat- 
tered, reached General Funston through 
General Pershing earlier tonight. 

In that letter Captain Morey had de- 
scribed how, fe&ring an ambush, the 
American troopers, Captain Charles T. 
Boyd commanding, had advanced in bat- 
tle formation on the Mexicans, who had 
come out from Carrizal during a par- 
ley over permission for the Americans 
to pase thraqugh the town; how the 
Mextfcans had opened fire, and how the 


‘remaining Americans after their first 


successful advance had been forced to 
retreat and scatter, each for himself. 
Army officers at headquarters here 
hope that the return of Captain Morey 
will serve to provide the missing links 
in the story of the engagement at 
Carrizal, and determine more complete- 
ly the exact fate of-each member of the 
little reconnoitering expedition. 
Further details of the facts which 
served to determine Captain Boyd’s 
line of action eagerly are awaited. 
How Captain Morey managed to make 
his way to the American column, a 
distance of over 80 miles, is not known 
here, but it is inferred he was picked 
up by a detachment of the rescuing 
force sent out by General Pershing. 
He was without food or water in a 
desert country and it is believed his 
sufferings must have been intense. 


SENT COURIER 
INTO CARRIZAL. 


Captain Morey’s letter told of the 
joining of Troop C, under Captain 
Charles T. Boyd, and Troop K, under 
his own command, at Ojo Santo Do- 
mingo, June 20, and the advance to- 
gether toward Carrizal June 21. 

He arrived in an open field a mile 
from Carrizal at 6:30 in the morning. 
There they halted and Captain Boyd 
sent a courier into Carrizal asking per- 
mission of General Felix Gomez to 
enter the town, saying he was going 
to Villa Ahumada. Gomez replied that 
he would not be allowed to enter the 
town, but might make ae detour 
around it. 

Fearing that they were aboiMeto be 
trapped by the Mexicans, who had sal- 
lied out from the town during the par- 
ley, the American troops deployed in 
battle formation, mounted and moved 
forward. The Mexicans then opened 
fire. Captain Boyd ordered his men 
to dismount and return the fire, the 
enugagement lasting about an hour.

Horse Guard Ready. 
Inasmuch as the commander of the 
Second squadron cavalry, which em- 
braces Troop I, the Governor’s Horse 
guards, had not reported ready to the 
adjutant general Sunday, it is not 
known whether this division will en- 
train for Macon this a¥ternoon. The 
local troop, however, is up to the 


mark in enlistments. 

Final reports were submitted Sun- 
day morning to Colonel Hall by his 
staff of officers. A staff meeting was 
held at 10 o’clock at regimental head- 
quarters. An extra meeting will be 
held this mornirg with a view to ar- 
ranging for the.examinations of all 
enlisted men who were serving at the 
time the call came for mobilization.

By transferring men from the 
companies now over their minimum 
strength, to companies beneath the 
peace basis, the regiment would have 
been able to depart for Macon at any 
hour.

Sunday. Mothers, sweethearts, sisters, 
friends and fathers came down to te!] 
the boys good-by. Every visitor was 
taken upstairs and shéwn through the 
company rooms, locker rooms and al] 
departments of the regiment. 

Watch Soldiers Eat. 

It was an immense audience that 
looked on when the hundreds of hun- 
gry troopers filed. in to assail the 
night mess served by the regimental 
cooks. It was estimated that Sun- 
day’s visitors totaled thousands. 

Seventy-six men were examined for 
the purpose of enlistment. Forty-five 
of this number were enlisted by 8 
o’clock last night. Recruiting con- 
tinued far into the night, however. 
Those rejected failed because of poor 
eyesight, lack of weight or bad teeth. 
Medical examiners are commanded to 
select only the best pick of men. It 
was estimated that there was not a 
man expected to be rejected when the 
federal examinations are made this 
week at Macon. 

Captain A. J. Smith, formerly of At- 
lanta, but recently serving a Baptist 
pulpit in Augusta, has been elected 
chaplain of the Fifth, and Sunday 
morning performed his first services. 
He delivered a war sermon to the en- 
tire regiment and hundreds of friends 
and relatives of the soldiers at 11 
o'clock in the Auditorium.

Judge George Hillyer, of the state 
railroad commission, a distinguished 
veteran of the civil war, addressed the 
officers and men of Troop L Sunday 
afternoon in their quarters at the 
Armory.

American Ultimatum | 
Sent Gen. Carranza 


Washington, June 25.—The text 
of the note to the Mexican de facto 
government, transmitted today to 
James Linn Rodgers, special rep- 
resentative of the American gov- 
ernment in Mexico City, says: 

“Mr. Arredondo yesterday deliv- 
ered to this government the fol- 
lowing communication: 

“‘T am directed by my ggovern- 
ment to inform your obiency, 
with reference to the Carrizal in- 
Cident, that the chief executive, 
through the Mexican war depart- 
ment, gave orders to General Ja- 
cinto B. Trevino not to permit 
American forces from General 
Pershing’s column to advance 
further south, nor to move either 
east or west from the points where 
they are located, and to oppose 
new incursions of American sol- 
diers into Mexican territory. 
These orders were brought by 
General Trevino to the attention 
of General Pershing, who acknowl- 
edged the receipt of the communi- 
cation relative thereto. On the 
22d instant, as your excellency 
knows, an American force moved 
eastward quite far from its base, 
notwithstanding the above orders, 
and was engaged by Mexican 
troops at Carrizal, state of Chihua- 
hua. As a result of the encounter 
several men on both sides were 
killed and wounded, and seventeen 
American soldiers were made pris- 
oners.’

| DEMANDS MADE 


BY UNITED STATES. 

“You are hereby instructed to 
hand to the minister of foreign 
relations of the de facto govern- 
ment the following: 


““The government of the United 
States can put no other construc- 
tion upon the communication 
handed to the secretary of state 
of the United States on the 24th 
of June by Mr. Arredondo under 
instruction of your government, 
than that it is intended as a formal 
avowal of deliberately hostile ac- 
tion against the forces of the Unit- 
ed States now in Mexico, and of 
the purpose to attack them with- 
out provocation whenever they 
move from their present position 
in pursuance of the objects for 
which they were sent there, not- 
withstanding the fact that those 
objects not only involve no un- 
friendly intention towards the 
government and people of Mexico, 
but are, on the contrary, intended 
only to assist that government in 


protecting itself and the territory 
and people of the United States 
against irresponsible and insurgent 
bands of rebel marauders. 


FREE PRISONERS 
IMMEDIATELY. 


““T am instructed, therefore, by 
my government to demand the im- 
mediate release of the prisoners 
taken in the encounter at Carrizal, 
together with any property of the 
United States taken with them, 
and to inform you that the govern- 
ment of the United States expects 
an @arly statement from your gov- 
ernment a8 to the course of action 
it wishes the government of the 
United States to understand it has 
determined upon, and that it also 
expects that this statement be 
made through the usual diplomatic 
channels, and not through sub- 
ordinate military commanders.’ ” 


Baby Boy Deserted 
On RailroadTracks; 
Saved by Engineer 


Police Are Now Making In- 
vestigation to Find Who 
Is Responsible for Attempt- 
ed Murder of Little Hil- 
liard Mayhew. 


Little Hilliard Mayhew, exactly 6 
weeks of age, who was brought to po- 
lice headquarters by his mother early 
Saturday morning, to be placed in an 
orphans’ home, was found lying in the 
center of the Georgia railroad tracks 
near Stone Mountain and rescued by 
the engineer of Train No. 6 about noon 
Sunday. 

How the child came to be in the cen- 
ter of the railroad tracks is a mystery 
which city detectives are trying to 
solve. 

Mrs. Alice Mayhew, who first gave 
her name as Mrs. Alice Chandler, 
sought Police Matron Mamie Heard 
at the station house early Saturday 
morning, with the baby in her arms. 
She stated that her husband had been 
killed two months ago and that she 
could not support herself with the baby 
to look after. 

Tells Story to Matron. 

Stating that she wanted a home in 
which to place the child, the mother 
told her story to Matron Heard and 
was taken care of during the day.

15,000 GUARDSMEN 
BEGIN TO ENTRAIN 
FOR MERIC BORDER 


Troops From New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut and Ver- 
mont Are Moving Today. 


APPEAL BY WASHINGTON 
CAUSED THE MOVEMENT

Secretary Baker Informed 
Gen. Wood It Was Neces- 
sary That Troops Should 
Move at Once—Some 
Southern Commands Will 
Move Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday. 


New York. June 25.—Fifteen thousand 
national guardsmen from New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Connec- 


ticut will start for the Mexican border 


tomorrow, Major General Wood an- 


nounced late tonight. 

The selection of the units will be left 
to the guard commanders in the dif- 
ferent states. General Wood has spec- 
ified in his order only the number of 
troops to move and their classification. 
Transportation details also will be ar- 
ranged by the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment in each state. — 

Urgent Appeal by Baker. 

General Wood acted on an urgent ap- 
peal from Secretary of War Baker to 
start for the border at once some of 
the militia organizations under his ju- 


risdiction. 

The emergency was considered so im- 
portant, it was said at Governor's 
Island, that medical examination of 
the men would be waived. 

So important was the message from 
Secretary Baker considered at Gen- 
eral Woods’ headquarters that the tel- 
egraph was abandoned as a means of 
communication: and officers of his 
staff used the telephone to get into 
touch with the various state command- 
ers and impress upon them the im- 
portance of speedy action. it was an- 
nounced that mustering officers would 
be sent to individual armories’ to 
swear national guarcsmen into the 
federal service. 

Troops Ordered Out, 

The following troops have been or- 
dered out: 

New York—F our regiments of in- 
fantry, first regiment of cavalry, one 
battalion of field artillery, the Twen- 
ty-second corps of engineers, on signal 
corps battalion, one field hospital com- 
pany and one ambulance company. 

Massachusetts—Four regiments of 
infantry, one squadron of cavalry, one 
battalion of field artillery, one signal 
corps battalion, one ambulance corps 
and one field hospital. 

New Jersey—One regiment of infan- 
try, two troops of cavalry, two bat- 
teries of field artillery, one ambulance 
corps and one field hospital. 

Connecticut—Two regiments of in- 
fantry, two troops of cavalry, one field 
hospital, one ambulance corps com- 
pany. 

In all there will be eleven regiments 
of infantry, one complete regiment of 
cavalry, one complete regiment of field 
artillery, with the usual hospital and 
ambulance units and signal corps for 
such a force. 

Some Southern Commands to Go. 

The crack commands of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Virginia and 
Florida will be started for the border 
Tuesday or Wednesday.’ 

General Wood said he had asked Gen- 
eral Funston for instructions as to 
where the troops are to be sent. 

Statisticians with General Wood's 
staff tonight were tabulating the num- 
ber of men, their equipment and sup- 
plies. Railroad officials have been con- 
sulted and it is expected that by sun- 
down tomorrow the entire contingent 
from New York state will be on its 
way. 

The infantry regiments will average 
between 950 and 1,000 men. The other 
units are believed to be near war 
strength. 

At midnight General Wood received 
word that one infantry regiment from 
Vermont would be ready to move by 
tomorrow’ night and he included that 
regiment with those ordered to entrain 
at once,

The note discloses that the state department received vesterday 
a communication from the de facto government stating that the 
Carrizal fight was the direct result of orders to attack American 
soldiers moving otherwise than toward the border personally issued 
by General Carranza to General Trevino and by the latter com- 


municated to General Pershing. 


In reply Secretary Lansing requires that the de facto govern- 
ment transmit a definite statement “as to the course of action it 
has determined upon” through the usual diplomatic channels, “and 
not through subordinate military officers.” 


OFFER TO MEDIATE 
SUITS CARRANZA 


He Accepts “In Principle” 
Tender of Latin-American 
Republics — United States 
Has Nothing to Mediate. 


Washington, June 25.—Ignacio Cal- 
deron,. minister from Bolivia, acting on 
behalf of several South and Central 
American republics, will present to 
Secretary Lansing tomorrow an offer 
already accepted “in principle’ by Gen- 
eral Carranza to mediate in the crisis 
with Mexico. Mr. Lansing declined to 
say tonight what his reply would be, 
but the administration has indicated 
repeatedly that it considers there is 
nothing in its differences with the 
Carranza government which will admit 
of mediation. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambassa- 
dor designate, today notified Mr. Cal- 
deron and Dr. Rafael Zaldivar, the 
minister from Salvador, that while 
he had not received a final reply to 
the inquiry regarding the attitude of 
Mexico, which they submitted to the 
de facto government through him yes- 
terday, a preliminary expression had 
come from his government accepting 
‘in principle” the .offer of* mediation. 
He said General Carranza in reply to 
similar inquiries submitted by Latin- 
American diplomats at Mexico City had 
informed the governments in question 
that he “would be pleased to accept 
their offers.” 

The Latin-American diplomats work- 
ing to achieve mediation were describ- 
ed by one of their number tonight as 
prompted by a dual motive, namely to 
prevent the outbreak of hostilities at 
this time and if possible to make ar- 
rangements which will insure peace 
for the future. It was not disclosed 
by what method it is hoped the last 
named plan can be realized.

There is reason to believe that the

Ambassador Naon, of Argentina, who 
saw Mr. Lansing last week, is under- 
stood to have gained the impression 
that offers of mediation would not be 
acceptable to the United States in the 
present situation, and to have so in- 
formed his government.

Douglas, Ariz., June 25.—William 
Robertson and Tom Snyder, American 
cattlemen, have been killed by Mex- 
icans southwest of Nacozari, Sonora, 
according to the statement today of 
milwary officials from Agua Prieta.

AIRSHIPS TO PATROL 
MEXICAN BORDER. 


Washington, June 25.—Establishment 
of an aerial patrol along the entire 
Mexican border is planned by the war 
department should war come. It was 
learned today that the aviation service 
already has worked out details of what 
would be necessary for prompt en- 
largement of the air scouting facilities. 

More than thirty aeroplanes recently 
have been ordered, including fourteen 
high-powered machines. There now 
are twelve aeroplanes of the 160-horse- 
power type on the border. One com- 
pany has established a branch factory 
at Columbus to aid in setting up the 
new machines and aviation officials 
say experiments rapidly,.are overeom- 
ing propeller trouble caused by the 
rarity of the border air. 

To provide experienced _ aviators, 
should the thirty students in trainin 
at the San Diego, Cal., aviation schoo 
prove’ insufficient, the department 
plans to permit the enrollment. of 
civilians for the aviation corps. 


U. S. CITIZENS 
LEAVING MEXICO. 


Official reports, both to the state 
and navy departments today, told of 
the rapid exodus of Americans in Mex- 
the United States. Within the 
coming week, official said, every Amer- 
ican will have left or declined an op- 
portunity to do. 

Three more naval vessels have been 
ordered to Vera Cruz and will assist 
Americans there who wish transporta- 
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tion to the United States. The de- 
stroyer Reid left Key’ West last night 
and the destroyer Flossex sailed to- 
day. The gunboat Dolphin was or- 
dered to leave Guantanamo, Cuba, to- 
day. : 

Admiral Winslow, commanding the 
naval vessels on the west Mexico coast, 
reported the transport Buffalo, carry- 
ing refugees from Mazatlan, Topolo- 
bampo and other ports, had sailed, pre- 
sumably for San Diego, Cal. The Buf- 
falo will return, upon discharging her 
passengers, to bring others. The ad- 
miral said Mexicans along the coast 
points were leaving for the interior. 

State department records showed less 
than 200 Americans now remain in 
Mexico City. Special Agent Rodgers 
was said to have dispatched another 
train carrying refugees from that 
point to Vera Cruz today, 

Navy reports said that the Ameri- 
cans who crowded aboard the battle- 
ship Nebraska at Vera Cruz were 
transferred Saturday to the Ward liner 
Monterey to be brought to the United 
States. The Nebraska will remain at 
Vera Cruz to take on other refugees 
arriving from the interior. The trans- 
ports Sumner and Hancock also are 
due early this week at Vera Cruz, Tam- 
pico and other east coast ports to take 
out refugees. 

With the arrival of sixteen more 
American refugees today at Eagle 
Pass, Texas, from Torreon, American 
consular officers on the border ad- 
vised the state department that prac- 
tically all Americans had left the Tor- 
reon district. Much apprehension has 
been felt for American property there, 
one dispatch today saying that, led 
by the mayor of Torreon himself, of- 
ficials were. inciting the populace 
against the Americans and fomenting 
anti-American demonstrations. 


MANY AMERICANS 
REACH VERA CRUZ. 


Vera Cruz, June 25.—Every train ar- 
riving in Vera Cruz brings additional 
Americans from the interior. 

Today the weather was extremely 
hot and the American refugees on 
board the ‘battleship Nebraska suffer- 
ed considerably. 

Vera Cruz is still quiet and there 
were fewer American refugees taken 
on board the Nebraska today than at 
any itme during the past week. Ac- 
cording to consular reports 250 civil- 
ians now are being cared for aboard 
the Nebraska. Consul W. W. Canada 
reports quiet all along the entire east 
coast. 

Americans in Tampico and that vi- 
cinity were embarking all day today 
on oil tankers in the river. It was 
estimated that before nightfall more 
than one thousand of them would be 
afloat on the two boats available 
there. Another tanker is expected to 
arrive tomorrow. Virtually every 
American in the Tampico region will 
leave the country, General Nafarrate, 
commanding in the zone, having inti- 
mated that it would be better if they 
did so. 

The private car of General eObregon, 
minister of war, arrived in Vera Cruz 
today, bringing representatives of the 
foreign office to welcome and escort 
to the eapital Senor Padilla, the new 
Spanish minister to the de facto gov- 
ernment. 

Not more than twenty Americans ar- 
rived hereytoday from Mexico City. 
They said the feeling among Americans 
still in Mexico City was that the situa- 
tion was not serious and that all differ- 
ences soon would be patched up. 

The refugees on board the Nebraska 
were relieved late today by a report 
that the transport Hancock would ar- 
rive soon. The refugees on tank steam- 
ers off Tampico are also expecting their 
relief by a transport shortly.

El Paso, Texas, June 25.—Carranza’s 
reply to the last American note will 
deal mainly with the old protest against 
the presence of American troops in 
Mexican territory, according to a tele- 
gram from Mexico City, pubHshed to- 
day in The El Paso Del Norte, a local 
Carranzista organization. 

The dispatch states, on the author- 
ity of persons close to the gwovernment, 
that the note will take for granted 
Secretary Lansing’s assertion that the 
American government desires neither 
war nor intervention. It then will de- 
vote itself to the punitive expedition. 

“The Carranza government will show 
with facts and arguments,” the dispatch 
continues, “‘that the presence of the 
American troops in Mexico is making 
the situation worse and increasing the 
difficulties of the de facto government's 
campaign against bandits, inasmuch as 
the friends of intervention, including 
the Mexican reactionaries, are finding 
opportunity to equip and send out new 
parties of bandits to finish the work 
begun at Columbus and Glenn Springs. 

“The note will call the Washington 
government’s attention to the recent 
clash at Carrizal, which may at any 
moment give such a turn to affairs 
that no hope will remain for a diplo- 
matic solution.”

LOSSES OF AUSTRIANS 
REPORTED TO BE HEAVY 


Farther North Heavy Fight- 
ing Continues, With the 
Russians on the Offensive. 
French Regain Lost Ground 


at Verdun.

London, June 26.—The Russians have 


conquered the whole of the Austrian 
crownland of Bukowina and the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians are making their way 
toward the Carpathian passes. Kimpo- 
lung, in the southern part of Buko- 
wina, has been occupied by the Rus- 
sians, and the Austrians have fallen 
back between that town and Joko- 
beny and to the northwest have evac- 
uated the heights south of Betrometti 
and Wiznie. 

Along the River Pruth, in their drive 
toward Kolomea, the Russians have 
captured Wilischoff and Toulounoff. 
The Austrians lost heavily in men 
taken prisoner and in war stores left 
behind in the retreat. 

In Volhynia, Petrograd records the 
capture of a redoubt near Czartorysk, 
the repulse of attacks southwest of 
Latsk and an advance north of Rad- 
ziviloff, while Berlin reports the. put- 
ting down of Russian attacks to the 
east of Viadimir-Volynski and west of 
Dubno. Heavy fighting continues 
throughout this entire region. 

The French, during attacks Satur- 
day night, recaptured from the Ger- 
mans trenches west of the Thiaumont 
redoubt, northeast of Verdun, and also 
made some progress in the village of 
Fleury, according to the war office 
communication. Sunday saw no in- 
fantry activity in the Verdun region, 
but the bombardment on ‘both sides of 
the Meuse continued without inter- 
ruption. There also was pronounced 
artillery activity ‘between the British 
and Germans on the British of the 
Franco-Belgian line.

RUSSIANS BREAK 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


London, June 25.—“Officers who have 
arrived at Kiev,” says Reuter’s Petro- 
grad correspondent, “describe the 
breaking of all German attacks on the 
Russian front along the Stokhod riv- 
er. Large reserves launched by the 
Germans were hurled back by the Rus- 
sians, who now are on the offensive. 
German prisoners recently on the 
French front say the Russian gunfire 
is an inferno, similar to that at Ver- 
dun. 

“Farther south in the Vliadimir-Vol- 
ynski and Sokal regions, enemy on- 
Sslaughts are proving equally inef- 
fective and costly. The enemy evi- 
dently shrinks at no sacrifice to re- 
tain his communications with Kovel 
and Lemberg. 

“Kuty, which has been taken by the 
Russians, is on the left bank of the 
Cheremosh river, a -tributary of the 
Pruth, and the Russians had to force 
the river in the face of gunfire from 
the hills behind. They now are in 
possession of the entire Czernowitz- 
Kuty railway. 

“The Beresina river, on which fight- 
ing was reported yesterday, is a north- 
ern tributary of the Niemen Bogda- 
noff -is on the Lida-Molodechno rail- 
way, a dozen miles south of Krevo. In 
the region between Vilna and Molo- 
dechno the Germans lately have been 
entending their field operations north 
and south of Smorgon. They now are 
attacking the Molodechno salient from 
the northwest, the southwest and west.” 


AUSTRIANS ADMIT 
RETIREMENT. 


London, June 26.—The Austrian of- 
ficial communication received here ad- 
mits the further falling back of the 
Austro-Hungarian forces before the 
Russians, saying: 

“In Bukowina we have occupied new 
positions between Kimpolung and Jo- 
kobeny. We evacuated the heights 
south of Betrometti and Wizinic with- 
out the enemy influencing our action.” 


ALL BUKOWINA 
HELD BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 25.—(Via London.)— 
Occupation of the entire Austrian 
crownland of Bukowina was announced 
by the war office today. Possession 
of the province was completed by the 
capture of Kimpolung, in the southern 
part of Bukowina, at the foot of the 
Carpathians. More than 2,000 prisoners 
were captured. 

Russian troops further. north are 
pressing along the River Pruth toward 
Kolomea and have occupied the villages 
of Kilikhof and Toulokhof. 

The official statement says: 

“Western front: West. of Sniatyn 
(on the Pruth 20 miles northwest of 
Czernowitz) our. troops, fighting as 
they advanced, occupied the villages 
of Kilikhof and Toulokhof. 

“On the evening of June 23 the town 
of Kimpolung was taken after intense 
fighting. Sixty officers and 2,000 men 
were made prisoner and seven machine 
guns were captured. In the railway 
station whole trains were captured. 

‘“With the capture of the towns of 
Kimpolung and Kuty-Visnitz we took 
possession of the whole of Bukowina. 

“It was found that during a hurried 
retirement in the region of Izkany sta- 
tion, north of Sufiava, the enemy left 
behind 88 empty wagons, 17 wagons of 
maize and about 2,500 tons of anthra- 
cite, besides structural material, great 
reserves of fodder and other booty.” 

Of the operations on the other fronts 
the report says: 

“German artillery violently bombard- 
ed numerous sectors of our Riga posi- 
tions. A strong party of Germans at- 
tempted to approach our trenches near 
the western extremity of Lake Babit, 
but without result. 

“On the Dvina, between Jacobstadt 
and Dvinsk, the enemy artillery was 
also violently active. Enemy aeroplanes 
dropped twenty bombs on the station 
at Polotchany, Molo- 
dechno. 

“On the Styr three versts (two miles) 
south of Smimy, in the region of Czar- 
torysk, we took by a sudden attack the 
redoubt of a fort whose garrison, aft- 
er a stubborn resistance, were all put 
to the bayonet. We captured in the 
redowbt two cannon of great caliber. 

“North of the yillage of Zatouritzky 
we pushed back by a counter attack the 
enemy, who suffered severely in the 
hand grenade fighting. 

“North of Poustomyty, southeast of 
Sviniusky (southwest of Lutsk) the en- 
emy attacked our lines vesterday even- 
ing, but was received by our concen- 
trated fire and penetrated as far as our 
trenches at only a few points where 
our trenches had been virtually de- 
stroyed bv his artillery fire. 

“In consequences of heavy losses the 
enemy fell back on all this front. We 
captured about 800 unwounded prison- 
ers, of whom half were Germans. (We 
took fifteen machine guns. The enemy 
trenches were filled with great num- 
bers of dead and wounded from the 
bayonet. 

North of Radziviloff, in the region of 
Riedkoff, we attacked the enemy and 
broke through his first line trenches. 
The enemy continues to offer stubborn 
resistance here. 

“West of Snyatin (Czernowitz region) 
our troops moving forward occupied 
after a fight the villages of Wiilischoff 
and Toulounoff. 

“Caucasus front: We repulsed the 
Turks Friday night west of Platan. The 
Same night they dislodged us from a 
convent in the region of Djivizlyk, but 
finally by our counter attack they were 
driven out and all subsequent attacks 
by the enemy were repulsed ' with 
heavy losses. We also repulsed all 
Turkish attacks southeast of Djivitzlyk, 
where we captured a great quantity 
of arms.”

The official statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse a 
German attack upon our trenches on 
the southern slopes of Dead Man Hill 
was stopped by our fire. 

“On the right bank of the river the 
ne Doninbed during the course 
of the night in the sector of the Thi- 
aumont work, where our counter at- 
tacks enabled us to take a few ele- 
ments of trenches to the west of the 
work. We have made some progress 
with hand grenade fighting in the vil- 
lage of Fleury. 

“The .bombardment has _ continued 
violent in the other sectors on the 
right bank of the river but there has 
been no infantry action. 

“In Lorraine to-the northeast of 
Pont-a-Mousson a strong enemy recon- 
roitering party was dispersed in the 
Cheminot wood.

“During the night of June 24-25

The fire continued uninter- 
ruptedly all last night. 

Violent engagements north of Verdun 
resulted in the Germans repelling 
French attempts to regain lost ground. 

Dealing with operations on the west- 
ern front the statement reads: 

“In the region from south of La Bas- 
see canal to beyond the Somme, the ene- 
my developed and continued during the 
night unbroken artillery activity. He 
also bombarded Lens and its neighbor- 
hood with heavy fire and employed gas 
without success over our lines in the 
region of Beaumont Hamel, north of 
Albert. ° 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front) the enemy fire attained great 
activity toward evening, especially at 
Dead Man Hill. At night minority in- 
fantry undertakings were = successful 
for us. 

“Many violent battles developed un- 
der continuous artillery fire around the 
positions captured by us east of the 
Meuse. All attempts by the French to 
recapture lost ground broke down with 
the heaviest losses for them. The en- 
emy lost more than 200 men in pris- 
oners. 

“East of St. Die we carried out a 
patrol advance as a result of which fif- 
teen French prisoners were brought in.” 


GAINS CLAIMED 
BY THE ITALIANS. 


Rome, June 25.—(Via London.)—In- 
creasing activity by the Austrian artil- 
lery in the Trentino is reported in to- 
days’ war office statement. Italian suc- 
cesses in infantry engagements in the 
Posina sector and south of Arsiero are 
announced. The statement follows: 

“Yesterday between the Adige and 
the Brenta, the enemy artillery in- 
creased its activity. 

“\Ve carried out a successful barrage 
fire in the Arsa and Posina valleys and 
destroyed some hostile positions south- 
west of Asiago, between Monte Cengio 
and Monte Campiello, on the southern 
side of the Arsa valley, and between 
Punta Corbin and Cesuna. 

“Infantry encounters occurred in the 
Campiglia area west of Posina, near 
Meneghetti, and south of Arsiero, in 
Which we attacked and drove back the 
enemy. 

“In the upper

“The railway stations at Innichen 
and Sillian, in the Pusterthal, were 
again bombed by our heavy artillery.

NB some prisoners, arms and ammuni- 
Ion. 

“Hostile aircraft dropped bombs on 
Tolmezzo, Perto Gruaro, Ponte Piave 
and the Grado lagoon, causing no ecas- 
ualties and only slight damage. 

“Our Caproni aeroplanes bombarded 
enemy encampments on the Asiago 
Plateau and returned safely.” 


BRITISH REPULSE 
GERMAN RAIDS. 


London, June 25.—An official state- 
ment from British headquarters this 
evening says: 

“Last night after a short bombard- 
ment a raid on our trenches northwest 
of Loos was driven off, leaving three 
dead on our parapet. North of the 
River Douve a party tried to cut our 
Wire, but was driven off, leaving two 
dead. 

“Today our artillery has continued 
to be very active along the whole front 
and mutual artillery actions have tak- 
en place at many points, the heav- 
jest shelling being about Neuville-st. 
Vaast, south of Wailly and to the north 
of Ypres-Menin road. About the Thip- 
val wood and hamlet the enemy did a 
considerable amount of shelling with 
trench mortars as well as artillery. 
Near Hulluch a hostile demcnstration 
was destroyed by our artillery. 

“Since yesterday evening the enemy 
has blown up four mines, two of them 
opposite Hulluch, one south of the 
Bethune-La Bassee road and one north 
of Neuve Chapelle. No casualties were 
caused by these mines. 

“We destroyed five’hostile kite bal- 
loons this afternoon.” | 


BIG INCREASE SHOWN 
IN POSTAL REVENUES 


Washington, June 25.-—-Postmaster 
General Burléson in a statement to- 
night announcing that postal receipts 
for the last two quarters have ex- 
ceeded all previous’ records, provided 
that total receipts for the fiscal vear 
ending June 30 would be $15,000,000 
or $20,000,000 above those of the pre- 
vious banner year. During the quar- 
ter ending December 31 the total was 
$84,564,44., and for the quarter end- 
ing March 31 it was $79,699,622. The 
postmaster general expects a surplus 
of more than $1,000,000 for the year.

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“DRY” LAW BRINGS 
SI UMP IN NUMBER 
OF ARRESTS MADE 


167 Fewer Cases Are Dock- 

eted During First 25 Days 
of June Than in the Same 
Period in 1915. 


BIG DROP IN “DRUNK” 
AND DISORDERLY CASES 


Raids on Idlers and Loiter- 
ers and Campaign Against 
Auto Law Violators Swell- 
ed 1916 Figures. 


For the first 25 days of the second 
month of prohibition there have been 
167 fewer arrests than during the first 
25 days of the corresponding month 


last year. 

With five days yet to be taken into 
account the police department must 
break all records in making. cases tc 
bring the month of June, 1916, near 
the number made during the month of 
June, 1915. 

In “spite of the crusades which the 
police and detectives have made against 
autoists, “blind tigers” and idlers and 
loiterers, it is safe to say, according to 
police officials, that the arrests of this 
month will fall very nearly 300 under 
the number for the same month . last 


year. 
Record Much Better. 

At times during this month as high 
as 50 automobile owners have been ar- 
rested at one time by one crew of of- 
ficers, and idlers and loiterers have 
been sent into headquarters by the 
wholesale, yet, in spite of those arrests, 
the record has been far better than the 
corresponding month of last year. 

The decrease in Cases has been mark- 
ed in drunk, drunk and disorderly and 
disorderly conduct than ir any others, 
and if it had not been for the large 
number of automobile ordinance yiola- 
tions the record made by this month 
would have been even more astounding. 

In June, 1915, for the first 25 days, 
691 cases were made for disorderly 
conduct alone, against 410 made for 
that offense up until midnight Sun- 
day. For that same month, 1915, 250 
cases were made for drunkenness 
against 159 up until midnight Sunday. 
In the past those two offenses have 
been the banner ones on the station 
sergeant’s blotter. 

Last June 54 arrests were made for 
violations of the prohibition laws. That 
number is not exceeded by this month's 
record on account of strenuous work of 
police and detectives during May. 

The principal cases made during 1915 
were recorded as follows: Warrant, 20; 
suspicion, 81; disorderly conduct, 691; 
drunk, 250; idling and loitering, 78; au- 
tomobile ordinance violations, 22; road 
ordinance violations, 39; violating sec- 
tion 1640, 23; violating section 1489, 
21, and murder, 1. 

The above, which are known as the 
main cases, aggregate 1,226 cases, and 
with 110 for other offenses, brings the 
total up to 1,336. 

The total number of state and city 
cases made up until midnight Sunday 
was 1,169. 

Quieter This Month. 

Chief W. M. Mayo when told of the 
comparison in the figures of the two 
months stated that he knew the arrests 
of this month would fall short of 
those for the same month last year, 
inasmuch as things in general had 
been far more quiet during the pres- 
ent month than they had at any time 
during the vear 1915.

NO MEXICANS ALLOWED 
TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY 


New York, June 25.—Miiltary authori- 
ties of Mexico have prohibited the de- 
parture from that country of any of her 
subjects—either men or women—on the 
grounds of “military necessity,” accord- 
ing to passengers and officers on the 
Ward Line steamship Esperanza, which 
arrived here today from Tampico, Vera 
Cruz and Progreso. 

The passengers said the decree was 
issued just prior to the sailing of the 
Esperanza from Tampico and it stopped 
between thirty and forty Mexicans who 
had planned to take the ship for the 
United States. 

The Esperanza brought more than 
100 passengers from the Mexican ports, 
the majority officials and employees of 
American mining and oil companies. 
They united in saying that the situation 
in all the port cities was serious when 
they left and that the safety of Ameri- 
cans depended upon the uncertain pow- 
er the military authorities held over 
the people, supported by the fear of 
United States war vessels which Mexi- 
cans generally believed to be waiting 
Within easy call.

MORE PACKING PLANTS. 


Remarkable evidence of a desire on the 
part of the people, and especially the farm- 
ers of this state, for the establishment of 
more packing plants to provide a ready 
market for their surplus hogs and cattle, 
comes in a statement from Commissioner 
J. D. Price, of the state department of agri- 
culture, whose inspectors are engaged in 
taking a census of these animals in some 
twenty-five or thirty counties tributary to 
Macon. : 

In ten of these counties already can- 
vVassed census reports not only show the 
presence of hogs and cattle now in sufficient 
numbers to supply the proposed packing 
plant in Macon, but indicate a practically 
unanimous desire on the part of their farm- 
ers for the immediate setting up of this in- 
dustry. 

The farmers of these counties have both 
willingly given all information asked with 
regard to their stock on hand, and signed 
cards pledging themselves to increase the 
number of hogs and cattle upon their farms 
in the event the Macon packing plant is 
erected. They readily realize that the estab- 
lishment of such an institution would afford 
them a cash market at all times for such 
hogs and cattle as they raise, giving them 
money for farm operations at a time when 
it is most needed, and relieving them’ from 
their slavery to a single crop. 

Commissioner Price clearly points out 
that the one great drawback to diversified 
agriculture in Georgia is now, and has been, 
the absence of convenient and ready mar- 
kets. If the farmers of Georgia are to be 
encouraged to build up the cattle industry, 
or any other line of production outside of 
cotton, it is evident that these markets must 
be provided. The department is now work- 
ing to that end. While rendering important 
assistance in connection with the proposed 
packing plant at Macon, it announces its 
readiness to lend the same help to any other 
section in the state which desires to set up 
a similar industry. 

For the building of the cattle industry in 
Georgia, the ready market in the shape of a 
packing plant is essential. The average 
farmer who raises a few hogs or steers must 
have his market within easy reach and ac- 
cess. He has no machinery for the ship- 
ment to distant markets of a few animals, 
and probably would not undertake it if he 
had. 

The successful packing plants already 
established “in the state—in Atlanta and 
Moultrie—and the work of the department 
in the counties around Macon, offer gratify- 
ing evidence that the farmers of this state 
are only waiting for the opportunity to give 
an impetus to hog and cattle-raising which 
will soon mean that Georgia will raise all 
the meat needed for home consumption, in- 
stead of sending millions of dollars every 
year to the north and west, ag she is now 
doing. 

The possibilities are all here. With the 
right sort of encouragement we shall not 
only soon begin to live at home, but to 
supply the demands of other markets for 
high-class food products. 

The dream of W. H. White, Jr., the great 
pioneer in Georgia of the packing house in- 
dustry, is coming true sooner than he 
realized. He started this campaign in The 
Constitution and has done more for the de- 
velopment of the cattle industry by demon- 
strating the possibilities of the packing 
house—than any man in the state. And the 
real success of the campaign hag just begun.

know it’s up to them,’’ says another corre . 


spondent, “but it’s mighty hard on the 
women!” 

“Mighty hard!” For they listen, weary, 
through long nights for unreturning feet, 
and dread the message of Tomorrow. “I 
once wished to live until the war is over,” 
said an English mother, “but now—no! 
None of them will come home again!” 

“Mighty hard on the women!” 

It’s hard for the thousands of women 
who are doing service with the Red Cross 
at the front, for these messages to home 
and loved ones are entrusted to them; they 
are, for the most part, the keepers of the 
love and grief of them, and such sorrows 
strike home. 

But the mothers of the men—they must 
suffer the greater agony of it all. 

Yet there must be a still joy with the 
grief to know—if they ever do—that the 
mother’s face was the last bright vision 
seen with dying eyes. 


SOUTHERN INSURANCE. 


We reproduce elsewhere on this page 
today an interesting article from Robert F. 
Moore, agency secretary of the Southern 
States Life Insurance Co., showing the pos- 
sibilities and the power of wisely managed 
southern insurance companies.

It would be as grave a folly for this

It is time for the 
south to begin'to live at home, to have 
faith in itself, in its own people and in 
the potentialities of southern opportuni- 
ties. Not until this comes about will 
there be the well-rounded financial and 
business development which the mar- 
velous natural advantages of this section 
justify, and until their development 
brings general prosperity to the whole 
south, this section will have failed to 
measure up to its opportunities. : 

Around the insurance business should 
be thrown every possible safeguard, and 
then there should be the heartiest co- 
operation on the part of the people of 
the south in the development of strong 
southern insurance companies. 


The Record is right and a review of the 
figures so interestingly presented by Mr. 
Moore will demonstrate to any impartial ob- 
server that life insurance investments in the 
south are just as safe as they are in any 
other section of the country—provided, of 
course, the same state guarantees are 
thrown about the administration of their 
affairs as in other cities. 

The life insurance bandit preyed upon 
the public in the early days of life insurance 
in the east and in the west, and one after 
another the states erected legal barriers 
against such operations. 

Georgia has been no exception to the rule 
other than in the fact that the looting has 
been continued longer here than in most 
other states, and that thousands of policy- 
holders have been swindled by “blue sky”’ 
methods that would not have been tolerated 
in the east. 

Gradually such operations have been 
weeded out, through failure and otherwise, 
of the companies engaged in questional pratt. 
tices. 

It is to the infinite credit of the Southern

More Packing Plants 
Needed and Wanted by 
The People of Georgia 


Intense interest in the live stock indus- 
try in Georgia is indicated in the reports 
reaching the state department of agriculture 
from the census now being taken in the 
counties around Bibb to determine the feas- 
ibility of the establishment of a packing 
plant in Macon. 

While the census which is being taken 
under the department's direction has \been 
completed in only ten counties out of about 
thirty, it has gone far enough to show that 
the farmers are eager for the erection of 
this plant which will afford them an oppor- 
tunity to sell their surplus hogs and cattle 
for cash at all seasons, and especially when 
money is needed by them ‘to operate their 
farms during the spring months. 

Commissioner J. D. Price, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, says: 

“Indicative of the interest shown in the 
industry, 1 may state that we found in the 
comparatively small county of Bleckley 
alone 15,475 hogs and 2,248 head of cattle; 
and in Houston 17,685 hogs and 4,220 head 
of cattle, all. ready for the packing plant 
when erected. These are reported from two 
counties alone, and the others run in about 
the same proportion. But there will be a 
decided increase in these figures when the 
packing plant comes, 

“Every farmer and every person inter- 
ested in the development of the hog and 
cattle industry in Georgia who can do so 
should certainly attend the big live stock 
convention at Moultrie, next Tuesday and 
Wednesday, June 27 and 28.

Through the Mechanism 
Of Federal Reserve System

Editor Constitution: There are in opera- 
tion today twelve federal reserve banks, 
with paid-in capital of nearly $55,000,000; 
total resources of about $500,000,000; redis- 
counts of only $70,000,000, and government 
deposits on which no interest is paid amount- 
ing to $55,000,000. The entire capital stock 
of these banks is owned by upward of 7,000 
national banks which compose the federal 
reserve system. 

Federal reserve banks rediscount short- 
time paper for national banks only; and the 
law does not permit the rediscount of any 
paper which has maturity of over six months 
at the time same is offered for rediscount. 
This provision of the law necessarily limits 
the facilities of the federal reserve banks 
to users of short-time paper. 

This provision is an absolute bar to re- 
discount of long-term farm loans, although 
in section 24 of the law national banks are 
for the first time legally authorized to make 
loans secured by improved farms. For this 
reason national banks are not making many 
loans on farm lands. 

Why may not the enormous resources of 
this great co-ordinated system of national 
banks be made the medium for extension of 
a safe volume of rural credits, with profit 
to the banks and benefit to the agriculturalist 
as intended in section 24? 

_ & former president of the American 
Banking association made the following 
statement in New York May 20, 1916: ‘“‘While 
the federal reserve banking system has 
Stabilized conditions, it has also injected into 
Our financial system a vast amount of idle 
credit at a time when we do not need it or 
want it. The federal reserve banks, together 
with gold imports and foreign credits, has 
created more than _ $3,000,000,000 of idle 


credits, to the detriment of the earnings of’ 


banks. The system came into being at a 
time when we did not need it, and the credits 
created thereby will have to be absorbed 
before we fully realize its benefits.” 

An Opportunity to Use “Idle Credits.” 

What more opportune time could possibly 
be found to provide tor new, safe and profit- 
able investment of this enormous amount 
of “idle credits” not necessary for commer- 
cial purposes? Winat safer security can be 
given for a large part of these “idle credits” 
than loans on improved farm lands properly 
sateguarded? 

ine amendment of the sections of the 
federal reserve law will make this possible; 
extend rural credits through the federal 
reserve system, and make effective pro- 
visions of section 124 of the act. 

Let section 18 be so amended ag to legal- 
ize the rediscount by federal reserve banks 
of those farm loans now authorized by sec- 
tion 24; make provision by amendment of 
section 24 for the following: That upon re- 
discount of farm loans ‘by federal reserve 
banks, all liability of national banks making 
Original loans shall cease. 

Provide that national or fedéral réserve 
banks may hold such farm loans as an in- 
vestment, sell same, or that the federal re- 
serve banks may at their option transfer 
same to the secretary of treasury; such sale 
or transfer to terminate all bank liability 
on loans so transferred. This will provide 
a means for making liquid reserve bank and 
national ibank funds invested in farm loans. 

Provide that no farm loan shall be for 
more than 50 per cent of its value; that 
the rate of interest shall not exceed 5 per 
cent, and that no commission or other ex- 
pense shall be paid by the borrower, except 
2% per cent to cover cost of appraisement, 
examination of title and preparation of 
necessary papers. 

Provide for ‘bureau of farm loans under 
the secretary of treasury to have charge of 


farm loans transferred to the secretary; to 


sell same to investors, or to any federal re- 
serve bank in other districts, at par and ac- 
crued interest only. The proceeds to be 
used to retire outstanding federal reserve 
notes. 

These provisions would make available 
under section 24 of the law now in force 
25 per cent of the deposits and surplus 
of all the national banks, or nearly $500,000,- 
000, leaving the remaining larger part of 
the national banks’ loanable funds for 
commercial needs. 

Farm loans made under these provisions 
would tbe approved first by the local national 
bank; then again ‘by the federal 
bank of the district when offered for re- 
discount; and, thirdly, ‘by the ‘bureau of 
farm loans under the secretary of the treas- 
ury, before being accepted by the treasury. 
These safeguards appear most adequate. 


Federal Reserve Notes “As Advances,” 


Federal reserve gold notes are now is- 
sued ‘as advances” in the _ rediscount of 
short-time paper, no interest being paid the 
government for use of these gold notes; the 
banks pay only the cost of printing the 
money, and a possible but very improbable 
remote franchise tax, after the banks earn 
a good dividend and accumulate a goodly 
surplus. 

If this policy of government aid which 
is embodied in the federal reserve act is a 
wise use of government money for aiding 
commercial or short-time borrowers, why 
should not the same privileges of govern- 
ment aid ‘be extended to those who need 
long-term loans secured (by farm lands? 

These “advances,” these loans of govern- 
ment money, are made in the same manner 
as the farmers have asked and demanded, 
and should also be made to them. The 
amendments herein suggested will remove 
the discrimination the la'w now makes 
against users of long-time paper, will give 
safe and profitable investments of “idle 
credits,” and put the entire people of all 
occupations in hearty sympathy with the 
success of the new currency law. 

If the rediscount of farm loans by fed- 
eral reserve ‘banks is legalized, it will preve 
far more effective than al] other inducements 
contained in the act for the purpose of 
drawing state ‘banks imto the system. Thou- 
sands of these state institutions will be- 
come “‘member banks” in order to secure the 
privilege of rediscounting farm loans: and 
in this way greatly strengthen the system 
and inerease its resources and usefulness. 


Land Banks an Unnecessary Expense. 


The organization of twelve additional 
district banks, to ‘be known as land banks, 
will add a third system, and be an unneces- 
sary expensive multiplication of banking 
machinery. Another system of national banks 
will defeat the main purpose of the federal 
reserve law to unite and co-ordinate the 
banking interests of the country into one 
strong national banking system, capable of 
meeting every financial need that may arise. 
The chairman of one federal reserve bank 
wisely says:

The ascertainment of title, the appraise- 
ment of lands and the execution of fhe neces- 
sary papers to complete the loan must be 
made in accordance with state laws: 
under the supervision of the local national 
loan. These mat- 
therefore subject to legislative 
enactment bv the several states. Perfection 
of means for sure, speedy and inexpensive 
validation of land titles will be enacted in 
those states where same are necessary if 
the usefulness and powers of the federal 
reserve system are extended so as to permit 
investment bv the federal reserve banks to 
a limited extent in farm loans. 

Must Find New Use for “Idle Credits,” 

Some new use must be found for the large 
volume of idle credits which are daily in- 
creasing. Thess idle credits will have to ‘be 
absorbed before we fully realize the benefits 
of the federal reserve svstem. 

The federal reserve board in its annual 
report, February, 1916, recognizing the value 
of section 24, which authorizes five-year 
loans, sécured by farm lands, recommends 
to congress two amendments to that section 
which broaden its uses and also add pro- 
vision for one-year loans secured by city 
real estate. These amendments are doubt- 
less intended to meet the need for some new 
field of investment of the unused resources 
of the federal reserve system as indicated by

“SOUTHERN LIFE INSURANCE; 


ITS STRENGTH AND IMPORTANCE” 


(By Robert F. Moora. Agency Secretary 
Southern States Life Insurance Company, 
Atlanta, in The Baltimore Manufacturers’ 

Record.) 


An idea seems to have been spread 
abroad, particularly throughout the South- 
ern States, that no jife insurance company 
which was organized in the south has ever 
made a success, and that failures of life in- 
surance companies is confined to the south. 

This is very far from being correct, for 
while it cannot be denied that there have 
been many instances of lack of success on 
the part of life insurance organizations dur- 
ing the last 100 years, the record, so far as 
it concerns the south, does not by any means 
show that this unfortunate condition has 
et confined to that section of the coun- 
ry. 

From the following analysis of companies 
which have gone out of business it will be 
seen that, while the states comprising the 
southern portion of the country are respon- 
sible for 72 companies which have either 
reinsured, retired from business or failed, the 
other sections of the country show 216, or 
just three times as many. 

The following is a list giving the num- 
ber of companies in various states which 
have failed to make good since 1813:

New York state, the home of some of the 
most successful eastern life insurance com- 
panies, leads the list, with 52; Illinois in the 
west, follows with 26, and then comes Penn- 
Sylvania, 20; Ohio, 16; Indiana and Missouri. 
15 each; New Jersey, 13; Connecticut and 
Iowa, 10 each, and the other states varying 
from 1 to 6. 

In the southern states, Louisiana comes 
first, with 10; North Carolina, 9; Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Texas, 8 each; Georgia, 6, 
and the remaining states 1 to 5. 

In the east and west 121 of these com- 
panies, or 65 per cent, were able to reinsure 
their risks in other companies; 50 of them, or 
25 per cent, failed outright, while 45, or 20 
per cent, retired from business; whereas, in 
the south, 45 companies, or 62% per cent, 
reinsured their risks; 18, or 25 per cent, 
failed entirely, and 9, or 12% per cent, retired 
from business. 

The foregoing figures show that the ex- 
perience of the south has been much better 
than that of the rest of the country in re- 
gard to companies which have not made 
good. 


In further 


confutation of the idea that 


the establishment of a southern life insuP- 
ance company is not possible, it is only nec- 
essary to point out that on January 1, 1915, 
from the last available figures as_ published 
by The Spectator Company of New York, tak- 
en from the sworn published statements of 
the various companies to the insurance de- 
partments, there were 59 companies of south- 
ern organization, with insurance in force 
amounting to $697,151,607, whose combined 
assets amounted to $72,402,962, some of which 
companies have been doing business since 
1864, 1870 and 1871. 

In making any comparison between the 
results accomplished by companies organ- 
ized in the south with those of other com- 
panies throughout the remainder of the coun- 
try, it must be realized that the southern 
organizations are for the most part of com- 
paratively recent origin, and that the average 
of the aggregate of years during which these 
59 companies have been in existence is only 
nine. 

Of the companies organized outside of the 
southern states, there are 92 which have car- 
ried on business for nine years or more. 
Compared with the figures given above of 
southern life insurance companies, the ag- 
gregate of the amount of business which 
these 92 companies had in force at the end 
of their ninth year was, according to the 
figures published by The Spectator company, 
$265,711,756, while the combined assets of 
such companies at the same period of their 
existence were $39,353,983. Such a compar- 
ison cannot be otherwise than most sat- 
isfactory to those who are believers in the 
possibilities for southern insurance compa- 
nies. 

Failure of success of any business organ- 
ization, whether of life insurance or of any 
other industry, is not governed by geograph- 
ical location, but can almost invariably be 
traced to some fundamental cause, such as 
poor judgment, unsound principles, undue ex- 
pense, extravagance or improper administra- 
tion expenses. 

The keynote of the whole situation with 
regard to the successful carrying on of the 
business of a life insurance company was 
struck by one of the southern insurance 
commissioners in a report made to his state 
some years ago, when he said: “The size of 
a company does not add to the safety of it 
from the policyholders’ standpoint, and, from 
the experience of the past, does not give him 
insurance at any lower cost. All depends 
upon the management.” 

Honesty and integrity of management is 
absolutely necessary to the successful build- 
ing up of any business institution, and more 
particularly of a life insurance company. 

The records of numbers of companies, in- 
cluding those in the south, which were es- 
tablished in the past, are monu- 
ments to the integrity and business ac- 
umen of their founders, and given simi- 
lar integrity and businesslike meth- 
ods, no satisfactory reason can be deduced 
why the companies of more recent origin 
should not prove equally successful, more 
particularly in view of the fact that the safe- 
guards which are thrown around the busi- 
ness of life insurance in the interests of pol- 
icyholders are far greater now than they 
were half a century or more ago. 

These records refer to those 
only known as Old Line or Legal Reserve 
companies, and do not in any way include 
assessment companies or fraternal societies.

McLendon Says W. & A. 
Lease Should Expire 1966; 
Two Interesting Suggestions 


Editor Constitution: It is understood that 
the general assembly, which convenes in a 
few days, will amend the law authorizing 
another lease of the state road. 

Will you kindly permit me, through The 
Constitution, to suggest at least two things 
the general assembly could wisely do? 

First. Direct that the next lease should 
be made to expire October 12, 1966. This is 
the date on which the present lease of the 
Cincinnati Southern expires; and if both of 
these valuable propertties could be offered 
for lease at the same time, each would bring 
a higher rental than if offered separately. 

Second. Give to the state’s agents, the 
W. & A. commission, sufficient of the powers 
of the landlord to enable them, in a new 
lease for the term suggested, 47 years, 
to provide for such physical changes in the 
property as the progress of the times and 
the growth of Atlanta have already made 
imperatively necessary. 

Atlanta is entitled to better treatment 
than to have the present terminal situation 
fastened upon her for the life of another 
lease. No matter how long or short, the 
welfare of the property itself demands a re- 
adjustment of the Atlanta terminals. Geor- 
gia and Atlanta must quit boring ‘with 
gimlets and use post augers instead. In 
my opinion, the W. & A. freight and pas- 
senger terminals should go west of Forsyth 
street; the union ‘depot should furnish the 
site for a new postoffice and custom house, 
and the intervening ground devoted to com- 
mercial use, one or two tracks being pre- 
served for use in handling mail matter and 
import traffic into and out of the ground 
floor of a new government building. At- 
lanta must become more and more an im- 
porting city. 

A few figures will surprise. The foreign 
goods entered at the four ports named were 
valued in 1914 as_ follows: Birmingham, 
Ala., $23,494; Brunswick, Ga., $126,362; Gulf- 
port, Miss., $143,375; Atlanta custom house, 
$209,122. 

Let us all, Mr. Editor, work to solve the 
problems that confront us to the greatest 
possible advantage to Georgia.

However, until the same privilege of re- 
discount’ of farm or real estate loans is ac- 
corded, that is, now given to commercial 
paper, no great amount of long-term loans 
will be made by national banks. 

Evidence of this is given by the fact that 
the reserve bank of New York, with capital 
and deposits of over $200,000,000, reports only 
$450,000 of farm loans made by the national 
banks of that district. The chairman of the 
federal reserve bank of Minneapolis, in line 
with the suggestions herein made, has cor- 
rectly said: 

“a rural credit mechanism is afforded by 
the present reserve system which has already 
given substantial aid to farmers and stock- 
raisers by the large advances upon live stock 
and crops which they hold. ‘The banks in 
the federal reserve system are alone com- 
petent to give to the agricultural class the 
credit which they meed; and through years 
of experience in their several communities 
they know exactly what is required. They 
possess an element of elasticity and discre- 
tion in the performance of their work that 
permits them to make the minor adjustment 
of relations between the credit machinery 
and the individuai farmer, upon which, after 
all, the whole success of any credit plan 
rests.” 

The Foundation Rock of Rural Credits. 

These words are most comprehensive and 
go to the very bottom of the question of 
rural credits. 

Since every dollar of rediscounts made by 
the federal reserve banks is based upon the 
credit of the United States in the form of 
federal reserve notes, payable on demand by 
the government in gold, the use of these 
notes should ‘be available on long-term farm 
loans, through the federal reserve system, 
to limit the use of this currency to short- 
time loans discriminates against the larger 
part of the population of the country, and 
denies them the government aid to which 
in equity they are entitled. 

The federal reserve law of 1913 recog- 
nized the safety of farm loans, when, in sec- 
tron 24, it legalized such loans by national 
banks. Conflicting provisions in section 13 
of the act have made inoperative the privi- 
leges of section 24. 

The amendments herein proposed would 
harmonize these two sections and make ef- 
fective the original intent of the act, that 
those desirous of long-term farm loans would 
pe able to secure them through the new 
currency law. 

If the federal reserve law is “the emancl- 
pation of credits,” as has been claimed, the 
emancipation should embrace credits of all 
kinds without discrimination. By suitable 
amendments herein suggested the federal re- 
serve act can emancipate rural credits.

SCHOOLS OF BARROW 


By E. L. Martin. 


As Barrow county was not created until 
January 1, 1915, its county education system 
is less than cighteen months old, but it is 
one of the lustiest, most prominent young- 
sters in Georgia’s educational family; and by 
reason of its accomplishments as well as its 
plans and aspirations for the future, fur- 
nishes one of the many evidences that abound 
on every hand of the wisdom of the county’s 
formation. 

Barrow fell heir to schools that were pre- 
viously in the counties of Jackson, Walton 
and Gwinnett, and the methods of their op- 
eration were found to be widely at variance, 
The work of harmonizing and systematizing 
them involved many problems, but these 
were wisely solved by members of the board 
of education, ably assisted by Professor W, 
M. Holsenbeck, the county superintendent. 
The personnel of this board is very high in- 
deed, consisting of Dr. J. C. Daniel, president; 
Messrs. L. W. Leslie, R. W. Haynie, J. B. 
Thompson and Rev. J. R. Burel. Substantial- 
ly interested as all are in the welfare of the 
county, they have shown a high conception 
of official duty, and have performed it with 
ability and fidelity, the beneficial effects of 
which are manifested in the splendid organ- 
ization that has been established and the ef- 
ficiency with which it is being maintained. 

The board and the people are most for- 
tunate in having as superintendent Professor 
Holsenbeck, whose conscientious, incessant 
labors for the elévation of educational stand- 
ards and the inauguration of better, more 
advanced and more thorough methods of in- 
struction make, him an official of unusual 
value to the county. 

As finances have permitted, 
equipment and libraries have been installed. 
School officials and teachers are evidently 
imbued with the determination to make their 
respective schools centers of community in- 
terest and influence for the uplift of all. 

In the county, there are twenty-eight 
white and ten negro schools. The enroll- 
ment the present year exceeds that of the 
preceding one by nearly thirty-three and 
one-third per cent, with every assurance of @ 
largely increased attendance this fall.

_ To the extent that the allied econom- 
ic conference at Paris has an advertised 
purpose to handicap German commerce 
in the markets of the world after the 
war it may be suspected that the con- 
ference is itself. a war measure. It 


[is @ll very well to threaten Germany 


now with a commercial future limited 
to the subservience of the aims of the 
countries with which she is now at war, 
but that the allied conference should 
seriously contemplate the erection of 
barriers in permanent restraint of Ger- 
man trade, or that such barriers will 
long remain after the war has ended, is 
to be doubted. 

_ There is ajvast amount of ignorance 
in the world about the nature of busi- 
ness in general, but this ignorance is 
controlled by a good deal of useful 
knowledge derived from the experience 
of merehants and manufacturers of all 
time.

Saved by Swimming. 

One day last week. according to an- 
other news-.report, an explosion occur- 
red among a number of drums filled 
with distillate near the °* shore-end 
of an oil pier at a port on Puget Sound, 
Washington. Immediately the pier was 
enveloped with flames, and a score or 
more of workmen and spectators on 
the far end of the pier were complete- 
ly cut off from escape. Their only 
chance to save their lives lay in swim- 
ming, so all, without hesitation, jump- 
ed into the bay, where they were able 
either to swim to safety or keep afleat 
until picked up by rescue craft. Every 
man of the lot could swim, and the 
only life.lost was that of a workman 
who was so badly injured and burned 
prior to leaping into the water that 
he was unable to take care of himself. 
He died—but not because he did not 
know how to swim.

No More Delaware Shad.

Sad news comes from the fishermen 
and the fish markets of Philadelphia. 
Shad have deserted the Delaware and 
the chances are they will never come 
back. Sorrowful, too, the plaint all 
akong the north Atlantic coast, that for 
thirty years the shad run has never 
been so poor as it is now agd there is 
no hope of its ever being better. 

The supply has been growing less 
for a generation; you pay three times 
as much for a roe shad now as you did 
five years ago, Ma New Yorkers re- 
member when these fish were caught 
in the Hudson; now they weuld np 
more think of a supply from the for- 
mer nttenig grounds than of _ re- 
ceiving a shell from the _ river bot- 
tom. Several Connecticut rivers were 
once famous as a source of suppw, but 
the building of dams, mills and the 
closer utilization of the water prac- 
tically ruined them as shad streams. 

The Delaware shad fi@hermen lay 
their ruination principally to the busy 
ammunition works along the bank, 
with channel dredging, water pollution 
and heavy traffic as . contributing 
causes. The shad want.more room 
and purer water and go out into the 
ocean to find it. 

ere is & case where somebody 
ought to do soemething. But what? 
Along the sound they talk of closing 
the streams for five years. Fisher- 
men say this will not help the matter, 
Live people ‘and live shad apparently 
cannot get along together; so the shad 


must take, to the great roomy sea and 


(From The Indianapolis News.) | 

The ‘whipping post, which is stil 
maintained in Delaware, its use in the 
caseg of thieves and eminor offenders 
being vigorously defended by the state 
authorities, had as its companion 100 
years or more ago, not in this country,, 
but in England, the pillory. This pun- 
ishment was ended by an act of the 
British parliament, dated June 30, 1837. 
Perhaps the most famous sufferer at 
the pillory was a man who has delight- 
ed millions of English-speaking boys 
and girls and many older persons by 
his book, “Robinson Crusoe,” which 
was the precursor of juvenile. books as 
we now know them. This sufferer was 
Daniel Defoe, who was not only a 
writer of entrancing fiction, but famous 
as a keen political pamphleteer. In 
1703, in the reign of Queen Anne, there 
came from his hand “a scandalous and 
seditious pamphlet,” entitled “The 
Shortest Way With the Dissenters.” 
A reward of £50 was offered ‘by the 
government for the author and rather 
than that his printer ang publisher 
should suffer in his stead, Defoe gave 
himself up and was sentenced to be 
pilloried three times. On July 29 of 
that year the daring satirist stood un- 
abashed on the pillory in Cheappide. 
The punishment was repeated two days 
afterwards in the temple, where a sym- 
pathizing crowd flung garlands instead 
of garbage at the stout-hearted pam- 
phleteer, drank his health with loud 
acclaim and sang his “Hymn to the 
Pillory.”’

mand. The house already is planning 
_. increased appropriations to meet extra 
- expenditures incurred through mobili- 
gation of the natianal guard and to 
._ provide more munitions. To meet the 
- gituation at hand it is contemplated 
— to add $20,000,000 to the army appro- 
priation bill and an wrgent deficiency 
bill for $6,000,000 is in preparation. 
Tomorrow the senate will receive the 
house resolution authorizing the presi- 
dent to draft national guardsmen as 
federal soldiers. It will come from the 
senate military oommittee shorn of the 
house provision for a $1,000,000 appro- 
priation to relieve dependent families 
of militiamen anid of the stipulation 
limiting to three years the period for 
which the state troops may be drafted. 
Senate Opposes Helief Pian. 


That the senate is opposed to the 
relief plan was demonstrated Satur- 
day when the subject was given an 
airing on the floor and the resolution 
may be forced into conference. Prompt 
action on it is desired by the adminis- 
tration and leaders will do everything 
they can to smooth out differences. 

Despite tension over Mexico, con- 

ress is working hard to dispose of 
the mass of routine legislative pro- 
posals before it. The house is-clearing 
up the special program and appropria- 
tion bills rapidly, but the senate is far 

- behind. Legislation to be disposed of 
by. the upper house before there can 
be any thought of adjournment in- 
cludes the government shipping bill, 
the child labor law, ratification of the 
house amentiments to the Philippine 
bill, the conference report on -rural 
credit legislation, the immigration bill 
and conservation measures.

I came 
under Captain Boyd’s command and 
marched my troop in rear for Carrizal 
at 4:15 a. m. Reached open field to 
southeast of town at 6:30 a. m. 

“Captain Boyd sent in a note request- 
ing permission to pass through the 
town. This was refused.: Stated we 
could go to the north, but not east, 
Captain Boyd said he was going to 
Ahumada at this time. 

“He was talking with Carranza com- 
mander. General Gomez sent a written 
message that Captain Boyd could bring 
his férce in town and have a confer- 
ence. Captain Boyd feared an ambush. 
He was under the impression that the 
Mexicans would run as soon as we fired. 

“We formed.for attack, his intention 
paing, to move up to the line of about 
120 Mexicans on the edge of the town. 
We formed C troop on the left in line 
of skirmishers, one platoon of K troop 
on right of line and another K troop 
platoon on extreme right and a lit- 
tle to the rear. 

“When we were within 300 yards the 
Mexicans opened fire, and a strong one, 
before we fired a shot; then we opened 
up.

Over 2,000 Men Engaged in 
Printing Trade Will Be 
in Line of March. 


At,the special open meeting of the 
Atlanta Typograpnica! on yesterday 
afternoon at the chamber of commerce 
assembly hall the “preparedness” pa- 
rade was indorsed. It is stated that 
over 2,000 men engaged in the print- 
ing business will probably be in line. 

Walter P. Andrews gave an enthusi- 
astic exposition of the purpose of the 
great pardde, and appealed to the pa- 
triotism of those assembled by prais- 
ing the patriotic fervor, which usually 
characterizes American citizens.

Address of Foote. 


Mr. Andrews’ address was followed 
by a talk by W. O. Foote, who re- 
minded the auditors that in marching 
they would show that they are true 
American citizens. 

“Tl told my nephs~, who is captain 
of one of the companies, that ne would 
not have an easy job fighting those 
Mexicans, who sleep under a cactus 
All night and im the morning get up 
and eat it,” said Mr. Foote. 

Mr. Foote is chairman of the printers 
and publishers’ division in the big pa- 
rade and stated that it was the pur- 
pose of the committee to have, as near- 
ly aS possible, every man who earned 
his living at the printing business in 
the line of march. 

The printing industry, he stated, was 
the sixth in importance in the United 
States and in Atlanta ranked first.
